The tram-oceanic radio telephone, 
highest priced method of oral cc« i- 
munication in the wwid, is being 
used extensively by American busi­ 
ness interests. 
To provide facilities for handling 
the increasing traffic bet wen the 
United 
States and 
Europe, 
Dr. 
Frank B. J ewett, vice president of 
the American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph company, has asked the fed­ 
eral radio commission 
for 
three 
shore wave channels to supplement 
the long wave channel now itsed 
A short wave channel also has been 
reque.sted for a propased telephone 
circuit between New York and the 
Argentine. 
When the radio telephone service 


between New York arvd London was 
inaugurated a year a half ago, most 
of the business was of a social na­ 
ture, but at present two-thirds of 
the traffic is commercial. Dr. J ew- 
eU says. More than half of this is 
banking and brokerage business. 
A year ago there was a maximum 
of six or seven calls a day. 
Now 
the traffic is at the rate of 50 to 
60 completed calls a day. 
"Normally the 
circuit 
is open 
fourteen and a half hours a day.” 
he says. 
“ Owing to the lack of 
transmission facilities we are car­ 
rying over each day from 10 to 20 
filed calls.’ 
Dr. J ewett said it is planned to 
connect the entire wire telephone 
system of the American continent 
with the entire network of Europe.

The case, inv olv ing a dispute be­ 
tween liberals and conserv ativ es in 
the church, had been introduced in 
Monday’s session by the Rev . Wal­ 
ter D. Buchanan of New York, in 
an effort to reopien it. Mr. Buchan­ 
an explained that a petit'on to this 
end was signed by 7,000 Presby­ 
terians. but he was ruled out of 
order when he entered a discussion 
of the doctrinal issue. 
An appeal of Albert H. Crombie 
from a decision of the synod of 
South Dakota, dismissing him from 
Uie ministry, was dismissed, as were 
appeals of J . H. Hackethom, re­ 
mov ed as a ruling elder of the 
Mount How Av enue Presbyterian 
church of Lansijiig, Mich., and the 
Rev . Winifred Altv ater. dlscharge-J 
as pastor of the Lodee Av enue Pres­ 
byterian church of Toledo. O.
